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FACTS 

On or about 4 April 2007, a petition to accept an unintentionally delayed claim under 35 
U.S.C. § 1 19(e) was filed in the present patent application. 

On or about 3 December 2007, a Decision on Petition (DOP) dismissed the petition as 
allegedly attempting to incorporate subject matter that was not originally presented in the 
application. 

The present patent application issued as a United States patent on 8 January 2008, and in 
the DOP it was suggested that, were the application to issue as a United States patent, a 
Certificate of Correction along with the $100 fee and the $130 processing fee would be required 
as a condition for granting the petition. 

ARGUMENTS 

Applicant submits herewith a Certificate of Correction and provides a reference of 
priority to U.S. provisional patent application serial no. 60/221,516, filed on July 28, 2000. 
Additionally, Applicant submits the $100.00 Certificate of Correction fee (37 C.F.R. § 1.20(a)), 
the $130.00 processing fee (37 C.F.R. § l.l7(i)) and the $1410.00 petition fee (37 C.F.R. 
§1.1 7(t)) as a condition for granting the renewed petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .78(a)(6). The 
undersigned states that the delay in claiming the priority from the time of the mailing of the DOP 
and the present renewed petition was unintentional. It is also submitted that the delay between 
the date the claim was due under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .78(a)(5)(ii) and the date of the original claim for 
the priority was unintentional based upon the early averments to the same, as evidenced by the 
statement in the petition filed on 4 April 2007, a copy of which is attached hereto. Therefore, 
based upon these two statements, the entire delay between the date the claim of priority was due 
under 37 C.F.R. § 1.78(a)(5)(ii) and the date of the renewed petition for the later claim of priority 
was unintentional.
